Preliminary Note: This office action includes new grounds of rejection not necessitated 
by amendment.

Claim 1: In sections 1A and IE, the phrase "relevant probability chart" is unclear and 
should be changed to "relevance probability chart" for clarity and for consistency with usage of 
the term in later claims. Section IE also makes reference to a highest score and second highest 
score for each category, whereas the claim makes not previous mention of scores. Claim 1 
should include a separate step of establishing scores for each category. 

Claim 2: The phrase "filtering decision standard" should be "filtering decision criteria" 
for consistency with claim 1. Additionally, the variables "P", "d" and "w" should be defined in 
claim. For example, claim 2 should include a statement: "where P represents...."; "Where d 
represents. . . "; and where w represents " and explain the meaning of each variable. 

Claims 5-6: The phrase "contact mode" should be changed to "contact node" for 
consistency with claim 1 . 

Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
